“What we wanted,” gaid the for- 
mer Premier, “wag that the British, 
Belgium and France should regard 
the Rhine as a common frontier and 
that the three countries should de- 
fend that frontier with all their 
forces if it was attacked.”’ 

Pincare said Briand was right in 
refusing Lloyd George's offer of a 
pact which “would have imposed 
certain disarmament upon us with- 
out giving an equivalent guarantee.” 
The Premier said Lloyd George later 
offered little objection to making the 
pact mutual, but refused the military 
convention which was considered es- 
sential, saying: “It is impossible, my 
country would not permit it.’’- 

As to the proposed reduction of 
the German debt, Poincare said that 
when this question was at issue and 
France found herself facing the al- 
lies who advocated it, her veto was 
sufficient to stop it, but when penal- 
tles were demanded England's veto 
was also sufffrient to prevent such 
measures. 

“But I have expressly reserved our 
right to act alone,”’ he added, ‘“‘when 
instead of international questions 
there were at stake national ques- 
tions.

GERMANS SUBMIT 
DATA ON ECONOMIC 
STATUS OF NATION 


Reparations Commission 
Told That Documents Are 
Available on Capacity of 
Germany to Pay. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Nov. 23.—The allied Rep- 
aratioris Commission today heard the 
German delegation regarding the ca- 
pacity of the Reich to pay. The sit- 
ting lasted an hour and a half, being 
entirely occupied by an exposition of 
the German economic and financial 
situations by Dr. Fischer, under sec- 
retary of treasury for the Reich. 

In conclusion Dr. Fischer  in- 
formed the commission that a num- 
ber of documents were avaliable in 
support of his declarations, and that 
the German delegation would hold 
itself at the disposal of the repara- 
tions delegates for any information 
it could supply verbally. 

The commission, which seemed to 
find the statement sufficiently ex- 
plicit, wfll consider Dr. Fischer's 
declarations and the supporting doc- 
uments next Tuesday and will prob- 
ably then decide whether it is neces- 
sary to call the delegation again.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—Today, accord- 
ing to the most reliable information 
available, German members of the 
War Burdens Commission will ap- 
pear before the Reparations Commis- 
sion and read a deciaration of the 
hopeless chaos of German finances 
and ask for a long moratorium. 

All parties recognize that the tim- 
id notes from the Council of Ambas- 
sadors to Germany constitute merely 
a truce for a few weeks pending 
the British elections.
